One would imagine that this ma- 
terial, almost as hard, smooth, and impen- 
sirable as glass, would stay clean. Cer- 
tainly, ordinary street dust and dirt could 
bet stick to it. But the imperfect burning 
of soft coal develops a sticky, tarry sub- 
slance which covers everything with 6 
thin mucilaginous coating and forms a 
perfect matrix for catching and holding 
Whatever. comes in contact with it.

Bome such buildings have been cleaned 
by being brushed over every inch of their 
durtace with fine and sharp steel brushes; 
Others have had a microscopic layer of 
stone removed by a sand blast. In either 
ease the cost runs into the thousands, and 
the clean face is not much more perma- 
nent than when the glazed terra cotta 
Surface is washed.

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DENIES BASIS OF PROTEST 


Eastern Nation Has Right to Appeal 
‘to Courts to Decide Status 
Unter Treaty. 


THREAT OF REPRISALS EXPECTED 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., May 19.—[Special 1 
Immediately following the receipt of official 
news that Gov. Johnson had signed the Call- 
fornia allen land bill Secretary of State 
Bryan handed to the Japanese ambaseador 
the reply of this government to the Japa- 
nese protest. 

Whiie the American answer ip conciliatory 
and courteous, it is nevertheless a flat de 
nial of the Japanese claim that there is any 
basis for protest By the Tokio government 
against the California iaw. 

That law is declared to Ile within the pro- 
visions of the treaty of 1011 existing between 
the two countries. 

If there is any violation of the treaty in- 
volved, which the administration does not 
concede, the Japanese have the right of ap- 
peal to the courts. 

If time should be alowed to the two gov- 
ernments, a diplomatic arrangement eatis- 
factory to the people of both countries un- 
doubtedly could be effected. 


Question Up to Japan. 

It now is Japan's move. Viscount Chinda, 
the Japanese ambassador, cabled tonight 
the lengthy reply of this government. The 
ministry in Tokio will consider it tomorrow 
and Wednesday, and probably will make 
response before the end of the week. 

That Japan win express dissatisfaction 
with the attitude of the Wilson administra- 
tion is not doubted. The least it is expected 
to do is to threaten commercial reprisals 
and to withdraw from participation in the 
San Francisco exposition. 

Because it is not considered desirable to 
inflame public sentiment in Japan, the sec- 
retary of state and Viscount Chinda have 
agreed not to make public either the Japa- 
nese protest or the response of this govern- 
ment thereto. 


Fear Upset of Ministry. 

What ig feared by the cabinet here and the 
ministry in Tokio is that when the Japanese 
people learn that President Wilson has sus 
tained the California law riots will occur 
which will result in the overthrow of the 
present ministry. ° 

Should a jingo ministry suceeed to power 
no one can tell what the result may be. 

One well informed student of Japanese 
affairs sugested that behind the riots 
might be the friends of Prince Katsure, who 
three months ago was driven by the mob 
from the premiership of the empire. 

If Katsura were to return to contro! he 
probably would seek to take action which 
would accord with public sentiment, byt 
which would be short of actual hostilities 
with the United States. 

A man of less strength than Prince Kat- 


sura might not be able to hold the people ia 


check. 


Realizes Situation Is Grave. 

The president understands that the feeling 
in Japan is of deeper significance than is 
generally realized. The California law is 
merely @ match to the fuel of Japanese in- 
dignation aroused t- what was believed to 
de the action of the United States in helping 
to prevent the empire from getting an m- 
demnity from Russia. 

Then dgain, the Japanese consider them- 
selves the equals of the white race and resent 
the implication of iuferiority involved in the 
California law. : 

Because of this frame of mind, it is to be 
expected that the Japanese will be 418 
gruntled over the attitude of this govern- 
ment. They will forget that President Wil- 
gon sent Secretary Bryan to California tn 
an effort to induce the legislature to refrain 
fom passing objectionable legislation. 

They will forget that President Wilson ap- 
pealed to Gov. Johnson to veto the bill pend- 
ing “ diplomatic efforts,” to solve the ques- 
tion at issue. |

W. B. Jackson, Paul P. Bird, and Chartes E. 
Merriam, made à feport to the Association

Business Men Who Toured 
America in 1909 Seek Help 
from Friends, 


Gan srancisco, Cal., May 19.—Brief state- 
ments were issued tonight by Ayao Hattori 
and Soruko Ebara, the Japanese who ar- 
rived today to inquire unofficially into the 
“situation that has brought about the Call- 
fornia alien land legislation. Mr. Ebare’s 
statement, couched in diplomatic phraseolo- 
gy. did not indicate his views on the issue. 
Mr. Hattori's, however, was vigorous of 
purpose. 

“T have come here,” he sald, as the repre- 
sentative of the Liberal party of Japan. 
The treaty we have with America is deficient, 
and I advocate its revision. As to the land 
law question, I think that we should secure 
the right of naturalization. With regard to 
naturalization of the Japanese, it seems to 
me that Japan is almost unanimous in de- 
‘manding the same. But how to secure it 10 
not decided yet. 

“I am a member of the Japanese peace 
society. We hope to solve this problem 
peacefully and honorably.”’ 


Statement by Ebara. 

Mr. Ebara’s statement follows: 

“TI have come here as the representative 
of the constitutional party, the majority 
party of Japan. My mission is in the inter- 
est of establishing a better understanding 
between the United States and Japan. The 
people of Japan are in sympathy with the 
Japanese in California, and they are endeav- 
oring to help them out of trouble in a peace- 
ful manner. 

“ As to the California question, I am not 
yet in a position to speak, because I am not 
well versed in this problem. Before I make 
any statement I wish to see and investigate 
the conditions of the Japanese in California. 
I want to study the cause of this agitation. 
I want to see and hear as much as possible 
before I report to my party.“ 


SEEK BUSINESS MEI S AID. 

TOKIO, May 19.—The group of business 
men from various cities of Japan who visited 
the United States in 1909 and made many 
friends there are reeking the codperation of 
the most influential of these toward a con- 
tmuance of the friendly relations between 
the two countries. They held a reunion at 
Kyoto today and decided to communicate 
with their American friends in an effort ta 
aid in the settlement of the controversy over 
the alien land ownership legislation. 

The granting of naturalization and the con- 
clusion of a new treaty were considered most 
desirable.

Protest from Exposition. 

Thirdly, the powerful Panama-Pacific In- 
ternational Exposition company, backed by 
many chambers of commerce, has placed it- 
self on record in opposition to the bill on the 
ground that it is a violation of faith. 

“ Any action of the legislature,” said the 
directors of the company. offensive to any 
fdreign country, to their pride as a people, 
or their honor as a nation, must challenge 
the good faith of the commonwealth.”’ 

In reply to this threatened hostility, Gov. 
Johnson said today, in signing the bill: 

“California for the first time in its his- 
tory has an anti-ealien law. Any man who 
wishes another kind of law may invoke the 
initiative. No man who really wishes an 
anti-alien law will sign the referendum as 
to this law. If another law ie sought, it may 
be presented by means of the initiative, and 
in the meantime the present law will be in 
operation.” 


KILL WISCONSIN RESORT BILL.

Madison, Wis., May 19.—[Special.]—The 
lower house of the Wisconsin legislature to- 
night killed the Frederick bill providing that 
property knowingly used or leased for pur- 
poses of prostitution should be forfeited to 
the state. Assemblyman A. E. Frederick of 
Kendall, author ef the bill and a Methodist 
Episcopal minister, made a strong effort to 
save the pill, but failed.

Public Demands Relief. 

“ The safety of the public demands that we 
be given the relief asked for in the bill, which 
will substitute imprisonment for fines in 
the qases of women,” said Judge Olson. 
“The Rockefeller report, just published, 
shows that about 90 per cent of the women 
examined are infected. Our investigation in 
the Morals court shows the same thing. The 
idea of the bill is that after a woman has 
been found to be in this state of health the 
judge be permitted to send her to a hospital, 
where she can have treatment. 

“We need this law, and we also need a 
hospital where these cases can be treated. 
It is a subject that cannot be discussed gen- 
erally, but the health of the community de- 
mands that such steps be taken. 

I hope that the members of the legislature 
and later the city council will give us the 
aid we deserve and need in this movement.”

EX-LAWMAKER:6F COLORADO 
HELD FOR MURDER OF TWO. 


James L. Bacon of Cripple Creek Accused 
of Blowing Up Wife and Stepdaughter 
with Dynamite. 


Cripple Creek, Colo,. May 19.—When James 
L. Bacon, mining man and former Colorado 
legislator, stepped from a train today on his 
return from Denver, where he had attended 
the funerals of his wife, Ida, and her daugh- 
ter, Josephine Davidson, killed in an ex- 
plosion which wrecked the Bacon home here 
om April 18, he was arrested on 4 warrant 
charging him with the murder of the woman 
and child. 

Bacon is accused by the authorities of hav- 
ing caused the explosion which killed his wife 
and stepdaughter and caused injuries which 
resulted in his spending several weeks in a 
hospital. 

The explosion was at firat thought to have 
been accidental, resulting from an atempt 
to thaw dynamite in a kitchen stove oven. 
Later Bacon recovered sufficiently to give 
his version of the affair, in which he de- 
clared his belief that enemies had blown up 
the house. To substantiate this, he told of 
having received threatening letters.

Washington, D. C., May 10.—Artificial con- 
traction of waterways by bridges, cause- 
ways, and other structures so placed as to 
make it impossible for the channels to carry

recent Ohio floods in a preliminary report 
filed today by the commission of army engi- 
neers appointed by Secretary of War Gar- 
rison to investigate the floods and recome- 
mend preventive measures,

R. Shunk, now stationed at Pittsburgh, is 
chairman, has been over the ground in the

Saccharine is a coal tar product and of no 


food value. The best Chicago manufacturers 
refuge to use it as a substitute for sugar, and 


one “firm, it te sald, would save $25,000 a 
year, and another, which makes sweet pickles, 


would save $5 a barrel but they etick by pure 
sugar.

Poverty, low wages, 
ignorance are put in the class of con- 
tributory causes. The chief cause of white 
5 slavery, it finds, is the pander, the pro- 
eurer, and resort keeper, all of whom ply 
the traffic in women for profit. White sla- 
very in all its ramifications, the investi- 
gation discloses, has been turned into a 
gigantic business in this country. Its prot- 
its are found to be enormous. 
That the pander and procurer who 
makes vice his busizess, his economic 
mainstay, is the root cause of white sla- 
very in this country was pointed out by 
Tur Trisun® months ago. In an editorial 
entitled What of the Boy?’ Tus Ta- 
UNE showed that the ruin and slavery of 
girls begins with the ruin of young boys. 
It has pointed out how the agents of com- 
mercialized vice are scouring the places 
where boys congregate, especially pool 
rooms. Innocent youths looking for rec- 
_Teation and amusement are inveigled by 
these agents of vice into the underworld. 
After these boys have been thoroughly 
depraved by their associates, after all 
Sense of shame and decency has been 
deadened in them, these boys, flashily 
dressed, and with plenty of money to 
“woend, are sent out to prey upon their 
girl acquaintances. These youthful pan- 


prohibits the use ot any fund appropriated 
by the act for the prosecution of labor unions 
or farmers’ organizations for violation of 
the anti-trust act.

attention given by passenger representatives. 
During the recent floods some of these im- 
migrants were delayed and the railroad fed 
and housed them without charge until they 
could resume their journey.

The distance from the front teeth to 
the vocal chords ig half an Inch longer than 
that in any tenor I have ever seen, account- 
ing to a great extent for the extraordinary 
compass, pitch, and volume of his voice 

Another point is that the vocal chords 
are fully an eighth of an inch longer than 
those of any other singer I have examined, 
They are alse extraordinarily vibratile 
When he sings a C sharp they vibrate 50 
times a second, which is phenomenal for a 
man, although in a soprang the vibration is 
much higher, Mme. Tetrazinni, for instance, 
on a high note registering 2,200 vibrations a 
second.”

Raw Products Should Go 
Upon Free List. 


ter A STATT CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., May 10.—[Special)}— 
Determined opposition to the Underwood 
tara bil by the industries of Illinois and 
other middle western states developed today. 

The subcommittees of the senate finance 
committee which are considering the sched- 
ules of new duties were swamped with the 
representations of protests filed by these in- 
terests. 

Chicago manufacturers of various metal 
yoods pleaded that they would be ruined by 


the free Mating of their finished products, 
while they are compelled to pay high rates 


for raw material. 

Chicago shoe manufacturers compleined 
of injustice of duties on their raw materials 
while shoes go to the free list. The millers 
protested against free flour with wheat 
taxed 10 cents a bushel, and the cattle rais- 
ing interests demanded free live cattle if 
dressed meats are to be free. 

So far nothing has been heard from the 
farmers in opposition to the removal of pro- 
teotion from farm produce. 


Shoemaker Sees Injustice, 7 

Milton S. Florsheim of Chicago, president 
of the Florsheim Shoe company, prepared to 
present a ‘brief covering the objections 
raised by shoe menufacturers. 

Shoe are going jo the free list to stay,” 
he said tonight. .“ Although I do not speak 
for the industry as a whole, I see no reason 
for alarm in the removal of the duty, pro- 
viding compensating reductions are made in 
the duties on various raw materials which 
we employ. All shoe leathers are to be free 
listed, but that will make no appreciable dif- 
ference. 

“I do not expect to see shoes sold any 
cheaper. There is no shoe trust, and for 
many years keen competition between shde 
manufacturers has kept the price down to 
bed rock. The removal! of protection from 
shoe machinery will tend to reduce the cost, 
but it will take years for the effect to become 
perceptible. 

What we want is reduction of the duties 
on some raw materials. Take the item of 
thread. The silk and linen thread in high 
grade shoes costs 8 cents a pair. The duty on 
this thread is reduced in the Underwood bill 
from 37 to 80 per cent.” It ought to be free 
listed so long as shoes are to be free.“

BERLIN. May 10 The brepavations for 

the wedding on Saturday of Princess Vie- 
toria Luise, only daughter of the German 
emperor, and Prince Ernest August ef Cum- 
berland, give striking prominence to the em- 
peror’s apparent desire to make the occasion 
contribute to a betterment of the relations 
between Great Britain, ang the. German em- 
plre. 
Officially the non-political character of the 
marriage has been emphasized, put the real 
attitude of the emperor wae illustrated to- 
day by the granting of a pardon to three 
English spies, who are now undergoing terms 
of fmprisonmenit in Germany. 


George Gets Half Column; Czar Item. 
Another evidence of German concern in 
the forthconting. visit of King George and 
Queen Mary is contained in the official pro- 
gram, published this evening in the Nord- 


deutsche Allegemeine Zeitung, which prints 


in a prominent position a half column article 
on the reception arrangements for the 
British sovereigns, and in a few linés in an- 
other column describes the preparations for 
the reception of Emperor Nicholas of Russia. 

According to the program two squadrons of 
culrassiers and dragoons will compose the 
escort of King George on his arrival in Berlin 
on Wednesday, while only one squadron is as- 
signed to escort 9 Nichola’ the fol- 
lowing day. 


Point to Political Angle. 

The German newspapers are giving much 
attention to the politic#l importance whicb 
the wedding may have in bringing about a 
manifestation of friendship between Ger- 
many and Great Britain, but they have little ‘ 
to say concerning a similar manifestation to- 
wards Russia. 

Emperor William will spend a busy fore- 
noon on May 22. He will make three journeys 
to the railroad station in the short two and 
a half hours in which he will receive succes- 
sively the Grand Duchess Luise of Baden, 
the Duke and Duchess of Cumberland, and 


the Russian Emperor. 


The visitors will make state entries into 
the city, each through two and a half miles 
of streets lined with the crack guard troops 
and their welcome by the emperor will neces- 
tate three changes of uniform on his part, 

Six German sovereigns and the repre- 
seritatives of several other German reign- 
ing houses also will arrive during the day, 
making necessary more or less formal recep- 
tions. 


Prepare for Two Sovereigns. 

Many British and Russian police officials 
arrived in Berlin today to supervise arrantze- 
ments for the safety of King George eae 
Emperor Nicholas,

LONDON, May 19.—King George and Queen 
Mary, who left London today on thetraway to 
Berlin to attend the wedding next Saturday of 
Princess Victoria Luise, the kaiser’s'daugh- 
ter, and Prince Ernst, son of the Duke of 
Cumberland, arrived at 7:16 p. m. at Port 
Victoria and immediately went aboard. the 
royal yacht Victoria and Abert.

Also baked potatoes are more 
digestible than when boiled. Left over baked 
potatoes, if peeled before they are entirely 
cold, are good warmed up in the usual ways. 
For our family of four we seldom use the 
large oven, as We can generally get along 
with the emall oven, which sets on top of the 
stove. When we are baking any one dish for 
dinner we plan to prepare nearly the entire 
meal in the oven. For instance, 
baking potatoes, for a second vegetable we can 
choose between baked squash, scalloped to- 
matoes, scalloped onions, or scalloped corn; 
also at the same time we can bake apples for 
supper. If the high cost of living should 
render it impossible for housewives to set 
upon their tableg the rich preserves, pastries, 
etc., of former days and should drive us to 
* plaln living and high thinking it may prove, 
ultimately, a blessing — disguise.

economy, He sat next to the late J. P. Mor- 


gan at the dinner and today he described the 
conversation he had with him Mr. Schwab 
said he explained to Mr. Morgan that a com- 
binauon of certain steel companies would 
bring about a “completely integrated om 
ganization,’’ which would have the advan- 


tages of the possession of raw matériak, 


transportation, and plants, which would en- 
able it “to conduct the business from the 
minmg of ore and coal right through to the 
manufacture and sale of very finished 
product. 


Tells of Talk with Morgan. 

“T also pointed out to him,” Mr. Schwab 
said, “that only by combination could ex- 
port business be made profitable, Probably 
more than anything else I impressed upon 
him the advantages of combining for the 
sake of establishing an export trade.“ 

Mr. Schwab said he had never heard of 
tye existence of a foreign rail pool or any 
agreements with foreign manufacturers to 
diyide neutral territory or to keep out of 
each other’s territories 

“Do you think the steel corporation has 
the power to put its competitors out of Dusl- 
ness? 


“It couldn't put me out of business,” de 


angwered emphatically. 

From the moment I started my conversa- 
tom with Mr. Morgan,” Mr. Schwab con- 
tinued, “the question of obtaining & mo- 
nopoly or restraining competition wae never 
mentioned. Neither he nor his aesociates 
ever mentioned any object in forming the 
corporation other than that of economy-—none 
Whatever. 


Exercised a “Moral Influence.” 

As to the question of prices, the corporation 
exercised only “a moral influence toward 
steadying prices,” Mr. Schwab said, and 
this moral influence t used to steady the n- 
dustry. This steadying influence, he con- 
tinued, averted failures in the steel Industry 
during the pan of 1907. The fret Gary din- 
ner held during the panic was called with the 
object of steadying the industry, he said, but 
there were no agreements of any kind, * ex- 
pressed or implied,”’ ag to prices. 

“The policy of the corporation towards 
ite competitors was not one to stifie com- 
petition,” Mr. Schwab continued. Its policy 
was to publish prices once a week and to 
stick to them. There was no secret under- 
cutting as in the old days.“ 

Asked to explain why the préce of steel 
rails had remained fixed at $28 a ton, Mr. 
Schwab said that figure had been deemed a 
fair price by both the manufacturers and 
the rallroads. 


Denies Plants Were Dismantled. 

Mr. Schwab said that no plants had ever 
been dismantled by the corporation except 
where two were manufacturing the same 
pr oducts in the same district or were obsolete, 

No plant was ever purchased,” he said, 
for the purpose of dismantling it. 

Testifying in connection with the price paid 
by. the steel corporation for its rea which 
the government in the case of the Hill ore 
lands maintains Was too high and paid in 
order y tibesse the lands from going into the 
hands of competitors, Mr. Schwab said: 

Within the last two weeks I have offered 
a ton for ore in the ground and had the 
offer refused. This is the price which at the 
time the corporation was formed I predicted 
ore would go to.”
